Tue position of Victor Emmanuel and the Two 

Sicilies resembles that of two young people who have 

taken each ; other ſor better or worse, without 
adopting the discreet advice of prudent friends. The 

match is made, the union is complete, and, of course, 

the young couple must submit with the best grace 

possible to a little lecturing before the joyful recon- 

ciliation takes place with parties who fancy they 

ought to be offended. Aspiring Piedmont, which 

sought the fair South and won her, is coolly re- 

garded by grim Russia, rather ignored by France, 

and prodishly lectyred by Prussia. The whole 

business was irregular—very irregular, indeed : 

quite contrary to routine. Russia pronounces 

that such a rash and ready union violates 

all the proprieties, and upsets the very foundation of 
family dynasties. France indulges in more open 

remonstrances, but secretly furnishes the guilty par- 

ties with means, but Prussia—respectable, do-nothing 

Prussia—tells Victor Emmanuel that the policy of 

“Sardinia is deserving of high censure, although 

“ national unity and independence are, and ought to 

“be subjects of the highest importance.” This is 

very like telling a young couple, Your conduct was 

“highly censurable, indeed ; however, you are so 

“fitted for each other that really you ought to be 
“wedded.” 

Cavour, secretly backed by France and openly fa- 

voured by the English Cabinet, receives the lecture of 
Prussia with anything but submission. He was 

glad, doubtless, of the opportunity, and determines 

to tell Prussia that she, at least, has mo reason for 

interference. Neither her help nor her advice is 
required. The Marches, Umbria, and the two 
Sicilies, he says, are altogether Italian. They do 
not touch an inch of German, or quasi-German 
territory. All questions respecting their govern- 

ment are purely Italian questions, and Italians are 

the most fitted to find their solution. Although 

there were some trifling irregularities in the 

way assistance was given to these countries, to 
enable them to dispose of themselves as they 
pleased, yet irregularities have also taken place 
in some of the best regulated Imperial dynasties. 

France, Russia, and Haglaud sided Greece, Ages 

since England assisted Portagal, and, more recently, 

Spain. France sent her troops to the help of com- 

plaining Belgium; Prussia herself is quite willing to 

assist Holstein against the unaggressive rule of 
Denmark. In fact, if you look through the Peerage 

you will find numbers of megallignces d in the | 
matter of nationalities, scarcely any irre gularity is 
without « presedent. 

Tyranny usually ends in revolution, and as the 
tyrannies of old were succeeded by Republics, so in 
modern times they have produced Mazzini. 
Mazzini is the impersonation of revolted Italy. He 
hates kings, for a king is one, and he longs for 
the government of the many. IIe, too, is the ad vo- 
cate of Italian unity, but it should be a unity where 
all are equal. He is a dreamer, but the majority 
of the Routhern Italians are dreamers too. Garibaldi 
increased in influence among the Southerns when 
he openly proved his partiality to Mazzini. That 
there does exist a powerful revolutionary party in 
Italy is proved by too many and too evident indi- 
cations. Could the King of Naples curb revolu- 
tion? His only remedy was the sword, the volley, 
the dungeon, or exile. He was swept away from 
his capital by Garibaldi at the head of revolutioni sts. 
Could Rome curb revolution? The Marches and 
Umbria rose of themselves, and refused to be ruled 
by cardinals and by priests. Cavour proves thus that 
Victor Emmanuel should not be lectured, but ap- 
plauded. He only could suppress revolutionary 
tendencies, and prevent anarchy by a conservative 
monarchy. Revolution had courted, and well nigh 
won, the fair prize of Italy, and Prussia is quietly 
informed that she should be grateful to'Vietor Em- 
manuel for providing her with a nobler mate. 


Wurz the Dublin Corporation met early in this 
week, there was a remarkably sparse attendance of 
Town Councillors. They who did obey the sum- 
mons to attend, big with great thoughts, waited in 
vain; for unfortunately there were not sufficient 
members present to form a House, This is rather 
an unusual oceurrence in the Dublin Corporation. 
Generally there is a battle to be fought, or, at least, 
half a dosen speeches to be delivered, and the com- 
batants and speakers generally contrive to make a 
House amongst them. Why was it that.“ no House” 
was formed on Tuesday? Simply, because the 
meeting was convened to devise ways and means to 
supply Dublin with the waters of the Vartry—that 
is, to secure & number of Town Councillors, 
who would guarantee £200 each towards the ex- 
penses of the new Hill, 

The law, wisely as it appears, anticipated 
that in Kae Corporations a great deal might 
be done in the way of “ promoting” Bills, &c., for 
Parliament, especially where Town Councillor- 
ships became an object of ambition to attorneys. 
Corporatioas, agcordingly, cannot spend the citizens’ 
money in the preparation of preliminary notices, 
surveys, Parliamentary agency, and soſorth. These 
“little accounts” are paid out of the rates when the 
Bill is successful ; should the Bill fail, the expenses 
are thrown upon the promoters. Cansequently, 
twenty or twenty-four gentlemen are wanted, willing 
to put down their names for, say, £200 a piece, with 
the certainty of being called upon for payment if the 
Bill should not succeed. This certainly is a severe 
trial of civiciam. 

We are as anxious as any Corporation can be that 
Dablin should haye the very best water, say that of 
the Vartry. We foresee that to bring that stream 
to Dublin will be the cause of very heavy taxation. 
Still, we may hope that in time the proceeds of the 
water running will pay the interest, if not a portion 
of the capital. But, most certainly the Bill, in its pre- 
sent shape, as fixed by the prelimiary notices, will fail 
to pass. It isso framed as to be absolutely illegal. 
The clause to which we ¢gljed attention—that, 
namely, which provides for the repayment of all sums 
expended, or debts contracted for surveys, agency, 
&., respecting the former Bill, is illegal. It is quite 
clear that any Corporation might saddle the commu: 
nity with an infinity of costs by, proposing half a 
dozen Bills sure to be rejected, and then by pro- 
posing one which the House would pass, if ná .

This looks as if it were 
really intended to ask Parliament to sanction the 
expenses incurred last session for that scheme. I. 
so, the new Bill will assuredly never become law, and 
the guarantees will find their position anything but 
agreeable. 


Tus Undergraduate Philosophical Society inaugu- 
rated its first meeting for the session with happy 
auspices. This society is naturally the source from 
which the ranks of the Historical Society are re- 
cruited. It differs from the Historical Society in 
that it deals chiefly with written essays, and the sub- 
ects of these essays are left to the writer's own 
selection. A very great amount of informa- 
tion is thus acquired by all, as each member 
naturally selects that topie with which he is 
best acquainted. The Philosophical Society ensures 
the practice of written composition, research, clearness 
and conciseness of expression, which all become so 
valuable when the student reaches the Historical 
Society. 

This is pre-eminently the age of associations, and 
most of the Students of Trinity College are members 
of more than one association. Some fear has oc- 
casionally been expressed, lest the attention of the 
students should be distracted, and lest a superficial 
acquaintance with many subjects, rather than a 
thorough knowledge of any one, should be acquired. 
Experience, howeyer, has proved that the men who 
most distinguish themselves in the sterner pursuits 
of mathematics, physics, classics, and even of meta- 
physics, are precisely the men who most distinguish 
themselves in these associations. The young are 
thrown together, and as iron sharpeneth iron, so 
mind whets mind. The meetings, and preparations 
for them, should be regarded rather as a relaxation 
from study than as a sacrifice of time which should 
be devoted to study. Some relaxation must be 
given, and happy should those parents be whose sons 
seek relaxation in literary pursuits, A variety of 
pursuits, too, refreshes the intellect, and invigorates 
it. Noone can with profit devote his hours and 
the intensity of his thoughts continuously to any 
one pursuit. These societies are a positive advan- 
tage to the students of the University, and it is no 
light proof of the enlightened spirit of its professors 
that they encourage their institution, and take part 
in their debates. 


The Times on Italian Unity:— 


The eyes of all Europe are turned at this moment to 
the Court of Turin, It has the power and it has the 
responsibility, Whatever Italy may owe to this or 
that man, and toone man it owes all that any one man 
could do, it has no choice but to repose on the prudence 
and courage of the Sovereign whom it has accepted by 
universal acclamation. It on the power and 
it awaits the counsela of Victor Emmanuel, and it ac- 
cordingly devolves on that Prince to do all that the 
situation requires. The least shortcoming would be a 
misfortune to Italy and an eternal reproach to the man 
who had undertaken the task. Ten thousand churches 
would sing Té Deums over the rash adventurer who 
had accepted the allegiance of the Italian race, and lost 
the high prize, or damaged it in the handling. Nor 
ean there be any doubt that this great affair does 
absolutely rest with the King of Sardinia. 
Had Southern Italy simply surrendered itself to 
Garibaldi, or insisted on dence, in that 
case it would have been ble for its own 
future disasters, which would not have been incor- 
siderable. But it gave itself up to Victor Emmanuel, 
and Garibaldi himself, with every man of patriotism and 
sense about him, knew that there was no other alter- 
native. All honour is due to the Dictator, who has 
been proof against alluremente that would have dazzled 
and upset a less noble nature or a less steady judgment 
but the deed is done, as it only could be done, and Victor 
Emmanuel is now virtually of Italy. If the work 
be left incomplete, or if the unfloished vase break in 
the annealiag, it is now “ his” fault, If anarchy créeps 
in between one rule and another it ia “his” fault.

“ Between the representative system, which is restored 
to usin ail its plenitude, and the Parliamentary regime 
which culminated in the revolutions of 1830 and 1848.

In the present system the Emperor does not shelter 
himself under a fictitious responsibility, which would 
be nothing but slavery in disguise : his Ministers are 
his own agerts ; itishe who appoints them, instead of 
being compelled to accept them ; bis administration is 
independent, in order to be strong—his policy is not a: 
the merey of a vote of want of confidence ; it proclaims 
itself without becoming subordinate, and is invariably 
backed by the publicopinion of the country.“ 

The Constitutionnel next informs us that the appoint. 
ment of “ talking Ministers sans portefeuilie” is simply 
to.increase the number of the expounders of the will o! 
Government in the Chamber, the Councillors of State 
“not assisting at Cabinet Councils” often making mis- 
takes. ‘The official print next nips in the bud the hopes 
Walch have been expressed that the present legislation 
on the press was about to be relaxed. The Damocies’ 
sword is still to be suspended over their heads. The 
organic decree of February 17, 1852, will continue in 
force, to remind them of the difference which exists 
between what the Constitetionnel calls the ‘representa 
tive regime, and the parliamentary system.” Hear M. 
Boniface on th, subject :'— 

“It has bey justly supposed that this extension o! 
freedom conceded to legislative discussions would bh 
followed by happy results for the press. We have al- 
ways wished that it were possible to extend the field ot 
polemics, and we believe that under the legislation now 
in operation, and continuing to be applied with wisdom 
and moderation, the press will feel its independence 
more secure, and its prerogatives enlarged.” 


To conclude, M. Boniface intimates that those who 


supposed that last Sunday’s decree was only a prelimi- 
nary step to be tollowed by measures of a wide scope, 
must be thankful for what they have got, and not ex- 
pect more unless they wish to be disappointed :— 
Te Empire does not chaage its destinies ; it re-es- 
tablishes order when it was menaced ; it founds liberty 
before it ús claimed |” 

This article has created a tremendous sensation, from 
the simple fact that, with the exception of the intelligent 
minority which the Cassagnacs and the Grandguiilotes 
describe as les aneiens partis, the public in Paris, and 
generally throughout the provinces, looked upon the 
decree of November 24 as a prelude to the return of 
constitutional Government. M. Nefitzer in the Prease, 
though bewailing the “ tendency of the article in ques- 
tion to attenuate’ the importance of the decree,” and 
especially regretting that the press has no hope held out 
to it of ite fetters being removed, appears to think that 
the thin end of the wedge is inserted, and that all the 
rest must follow in course of time. 

The provincial papers—I speak merely of those few 
who are in a measure independent, and who appear to 
have read the decree with a degree of inattention high! 
reprehensible—are,in ecstacies ; one of these respectab 
but deluded papers actually exclaims—* Not the Mi- 
nisters aloge, but the acts of the Emperor himself, can 
now be freely canvassed and criticised.” M. Boniface 
will dispel their notions on the subject; but if any 
doubts remain they had better try, and M. le Prefet 
will enlighten them.

ance of the Umbriancities is that of a Southern Span- 
ish town in the noontide heat of a July day, when al! 
seek coolness in darkened rooms, But there, though 
few or none be abroad, you feel that a throng of life is 
at hand; even in the sleepiest hour of the day there is 
a hum of humanity around you ; the pavement seems 
to bear traees of crowds that have lately trodden it. In 
Umbria, on the contrary, you are reminded of the cities 
of the dead. [know of scarcely a town that could 
not contain with ease, as it now stands, double its 
present population. Perugia is the one where there 
is most appearance of life, at least in its central portion. 
But when you come to ramble about it you are surprised 
at the extent and solitude of its streets. You inquire 
its population, and you learn that there are barely 20,000, 
There are palaces and public buildings enough for a 
large capital and seat of government. It has an ex- 
change, useless for want of merchants to meet upon it. 
It has an university, closed by the Papal Government 
after the outrage committed by the Swiss on the 20th 
of June, 1859, and re-opened on the 12th of the 
sr month by decree of Marquis Pepoli, It 
upwards of 100 churches. Of what it once was 
we may judge by ite past losses. In the e that 
visited it about the middle of the lach century, 
100,000 persons are said to have perished. In the 
following century it passed under Papal rule, to which, 
except for brief intervals, it has ever since been sub- 
ject. It cannot be said to have thriven under it, al. 
though it is doubtless indebted to it for many of its 
churches, and of the 50 or 60 religious establishments 
it possesses. Throughout all these vinces do such 
establishments abound—not yet — I lately saw 
them erroneously stated to be, but, we may hope, soon 
to be so. Nothing strikes one more, while travelling 
in Umbria, than the contrast between the poverty- 
stricken, half-deserted towns, and the thriving, snug 
convents that one everywhere meets with. Most 
comtortable-looking establishments these generally are 
admirably situated, and well surrounded by sunny slopes 
and pleasant meadows, with good gardens and orchards 
near at hand, and well-kept olive fields, and often a 
stream hard by for fish on fast days. Many are there 
that answer to this description, with noble vineyard. 
and fat pastures, and capon- lined friars, who thrive on 
the tribute of the whole country side. No wonder that 
the pious possessors of all these good things should 
sliudder to see them threatened by a gang of revolution- 
ists who have already shown how little they respect the 
temporal wealth of the Church. No wonder that they 
denounce Victor Emmanuel as anti-Christ, and Ca- 
vour as a child of Satan, and that threaten 
with excommunication all who shall that na 
tional cause, which means, for them, despoilment 
some of them have gone beyond canvassing, and 
preaching, and intimidating, and other moral influ- 
ences.
